To Cut Down Spending by U.S. 


G.O.P. Nominee Says ‘We Are Paying for 
Bloated Bureaucracy’—Asserts There Is : 
Magnificent Opportunity’ to Bring About 


Federation of Free Nations of Europe. 


Following is the tert of Gov. Thomas E. Dewey's address 
at Albuquerque, N. M., last night: 
To fundamental problems confront the American people today. 


One is to establish a just and lasting peace and prevent a 


threatened world war. 


The other is to establish at home stable 
and constantly improving economic conditions and avoid a disastrous 
inflation followed by collapse. Some people forget about the world 


and worry only about our own problems. But we can’t do either one. 
These urgent issues cannot be separated. They are tied up together. 
It is perfectly clear that we cannot get economic stability at home 
and go forward to a better life for every one of us so long as we | 
live in a world racked by the fear of war. It is equally clear that we ! 


cannot hope to make an effective 


contribution to world peace if our 


economic strength is wasted away by inflation. 


Now let’s squarely face up to the | 


facts about inflation. We can lick 
this problem. The American people 
can lick any problem if they un- 
derstand it and tackle it together. 

Inflation is a $10 word for what 
everyone of us is up against—the 
high cost of living. That includes 
the high cost of groceries, the high 
cost of building a new home, the 
high cost of doing business, the 
high cost of running the govern- 
ment and everything else. Farm 
prices are good, but the farmer 
sells at wholesale and buys at re- 
tall, and he buys at prices that 
have almost doubled. eanwhile 
the farmer, the rancher and the 
stockgrower live under a fear of 
a collapse of prices. The small 
business man knows that a slight 
drop of business will put him in 
the red and workers everywhere 
fear a recession will mean loss of 
jobs. That boom and bust is what 
we are determined to prevent. 

Causes of Inflation. 

Now what should your national 
administration do about this prob- 
lem of inflation? Well, the first 
thing is to get men in Washington 
who will know what caused it. 
The immediate causes of the pres- 
ent high prices are rooted in the 
heavy government spending of the 
war. That, of course, was unavoid- 
able, and we do not begrudge a 
cent of it. Our present inflation 
danger is greatly aggravated by 
the mistaken policies, bad manage- 
ment and poor judgment of the 
federal government which for 
years has been moving heaven and 
earth trying to bring on just such 
an inflation as we are now suf- 
fering from. 

The causes also include the huge 
outpouring by the federal govern- 
ment of borrowed money neces- 
sary to fight the war, the pent-up 
demand for consumer goods here 
at home, and the urgent need for 
American food and materials 
abroad. 

Those are the real causes of in- 
flation. I propose that we face 
them honestly and that we get the 
kind of administration in Wash- 
ington that can deal with them ef- 


fectively. 

The important single 
measure to meet the danger of 
inflation, is to cut down every 
avoidable dollar of spending by 
government. Right now we are 
supporting, paying for it out of 
our own pockets, a bloated and 
top-heavy bureaucracy. Why do 
you suppose it is that almost 
every time one of those Com- 
munists or fellow travelers gets 
fired and a few of them have 
been fired, he turns up in an- 
other federal job? Well, one rea-

There is too much 
and sloppy budgeting, too 
business 


I promise you that on next 
Jan. 20, you will have a national 
administration that will begin to 
make headway on this inflation 
problem. We will bring to Wash- 
ington competent men and wo- 


management into the business 
of our federal government. We'll

Next in importance is that you 
have a government which will 
maintain a substantial surplus of 


partic 
of the debt held by the banking 
system. That, too, requires lower 
general costs of government. 
N Method. 


o Police-State 
Of course, if we lived in a po- 
lice state, if we had a completely 


of inflation, Russia simply took 
away nine-tenths of the money of 
her people. There are even people 


sure that it does not happen 
again is to bring about a revi- 
sion in taxes, to encourage sav- 
ings and stimulate production. If 
taxation in the United States 
continued at its recent levels, 
then our economy would inev- 
itably slow down and the danger 
of depression would be increased. 

National income is now at such 
high levels that we can build 
up our military strength, reduce 
our debt and still see to it that 
taxes are less of a burden on 
our people and less of a throttle 
to their enterprise. 

That is why the Republican 
Eightieth Congress fought so 
hard, in face of bitter opposi- 
tion from the present administra- 
tion, to bring about some relief 
from federal income taxes. Over 
a veto, the Eightieth Congress 
brought some tax relief for the 
people. 

I can assure you that your next 
administration will face this tax 
problem and meet it so that the 
energy and initiative of our people 
will be encouraged and released. 

Confidence, Unity Needed. 

Now, if we are to be successful 
in these things, if we are to curb 
the dangers of inflation and go on 
to a higher standard of living for 
all our people, we must have two 
further things. We must have a 
rebirth of confidence in the integ- 
rity and competence of our na- 
tional government. That means we 
must have a government in Wash- 
ington which deserves our con- 
fidence and which proves, in ac- 
tion, that it is honest and compe- 
tent. That change will be a very 
great change, indeed. But it is 
coming. It is coming on next 
Jan. 20. 

A second thing we must have is 
a new unity among our people. I 
have been saying that all over this 
land of ours. I am going to keep 
on saying it until we have a gov- 
ernment which brings that unity 
to pass. We live in troubled times. 
The -dangers and problems that 


face us are as grave in their way 
as the dangers and problems of 
war. It is not only war that must 
be waged by a united people. If 
we are to prevent another war, 
then the peace, also, must be 
waged by a united action. In a 
peaceful world, I am completely 
confident that by sober and 
earnest hard work, by working to- 
gether, We can solve them if we 
have to live out our lives under 
the ugly overhanging shadow of 
war. We can only master the 
questions of swollen prices, debt 
and taxes in a world at peace. 
That is why every discussion of 
our home problems leads inevi- 
tably to our foreign problems. The 
question of whether the beet grow- 
ers of Colorado or the cattle grow- 
ers of New Mexico or the Illinois 
business men continue to face in- 
creasing costs and choking taxes, 
depends very largely upon events 
in distant parts of the world. 

America’s No. 1 domestic prob- 
lem is world peace. 

It was three years ago that we 
achieved a mighty victory in the 
most terrible of wars. We 
hoped and prayed for a lasting 
peace and believed we would find 
it. But we have found no peace. 
Instead, we are facing another 
program of totalitarian aggression 
which again menaces our freedom 
and security. The Communists 
have a long-range scheme. There’s 
no secret about it. The head of 
their Government has written it 
all out himself and he is selling 
it. At any time, during the last 
10 years anybody, for $2.50 could 
buy Stalin’s pattern of conquest. 
It tells how Communists are to 
be trained to sneak into positions 
of power and then to use them to 
liquidate their opponents by ter- 
rorism and by force. They are 
following the book, Communists 
are, the world over.

1200 Cases May 
Go to Loyalty 
Board by June 


FBI Work Nearly 
Completed —1095 
Have Quit During 
Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (UP). 

HE Government’s top loyalty 
T board is bracing for the 

job of deciding up to 1200 cases 
within the next six or eight 
months. 

“President Truman’s loyalty 
program for federal workers has 
been functioning almost a year 
and the bulk of the groundwork 
has been completed by the FBI,” 
a board spokesman said. “Last- 
ditch appeals by employes are be- 
ginning to reach the board level.” 

In all, 1095 federal workers 
have resigned while their loyalty 
was being investigated by the 
FBI or by Government agency 
loyalty boards. 

Thus far, the spokesman said, 
only about 25 cases actually have 


] 


| 


; reached the loyalty review board 


itself and only two decisions have 
been reversed. 


The 23-member board is headed 
by Seth W. Richardson, Washing- 
ton attorney. Its members usual- 
ly work in panels of three, and 
panel decisions are final. The re- 
view board gets a case after it 
has gone through the agency loy- 
alty board. 

The FBI has already given a 
clean bill of -health to 2,110,521 
federal workers. It has conducted 
full investigations in 6344 other 
cases in which it was thought the 
persons might not be loyal. Of 
these, 5421 cases have been com- 
pleted and turned over the re- 
gional boards or Government 
agency boards for further action. 


In 619 cases, the worker resigned 
during the FBI investigation. 
When the agency boards received 
the cases, 264 more workers re- 
signed rather than go through 
hearings. In these proceedings, the 
employe often does not know the 
identity of his accuser. 

The agency boards have disposed 
of 1092 cases. They decided that 
821 persons were not guilty and 
that 59 should be dismissed. While 
their cases were under considera- 


tion by an agency board, 212 other 
employes resigned, 


The turnover in Government 
jobs is about 600,000 a year and all 
new appointees must also be in- 
vestigated. They hold their jobs 
on a temporary basis pending a 
loyalty approval. The FBI turns 
over suspected cases in this group 
to regional boards, which have up 
to now received 840. They have 
disposed of 112. N

Thad Snow Replies to Goode 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

George R. Goode. in the Post-Dispatch 
Sept. 18 tells why the transport 
trucking interests and the oil interests 
are backing the Curry road amendment 
or Proposition No. 1 on the November 
ballot. 

He says “they are interested in the 
welfare and education of all the people 
of Missouri” in order that “they may 
become wealthy and be in a position 
agriculturally speaking with our neigh- 
boring states such as Iowa, Kansas and 
Illinois.“ 

These are praiseworthy sentiments 
and objectives. He says the Curry 
amendment would implement them by 
providing good roads for farmers. 

However, 10 years ago when the Citi- 
rens Road Association and the High- 
way Department proposed a one-cent 
increase in the gasoline tax for an ex- 
panded rural road program, it was these 
same oil and trucking interests that op- 
posed us and defeated us. 

* — — 


Mr. Goode says now that we guesed 
wrong in 1938 as to the need for more 
road revenue. We did not. guess wrong. 
We did not know a war was coming that 
would stop road construction. It is 
wartime accumulations of unspent funds 
that enable us to match federal aid at 
this time. The Curry amendment would 
fix us up so we couldn't match federal 
aid. 
Mr. Goode says the oi] interests put 
the ban on city gasoline taxes into the 
Curry amendment because “it would 
eliminate discrimination in the market- 
ing of gasoline.” That is a nice way of 
saving that city gasoline taxes inter- 
fere with monopoly price controls. I 
suppose he means that undisciplined 
dealers set up outside city limits and 
buy gasoline from independent produc- 
ers, and that that interferes with order- 
ly pricing. 

Mr. Goode is against “discrimination.” 
He says so several times. But he does 
not mention the clause in the amend- 
ment that gives “occupational” tax ex- 
emption to every business in Missouri 
that is concerned with the manufacture 
or distribution of petroleum products. I 
mean taxes that all other businesses 
have to pay. If that isn’t discrimina- 
tion. 1 don't know what you'd call it. 

If and when business men and proper- 
ty owners learn about this tax grab 
clause I think they will be heard from 
But Mr. Goode isn't telling them about 
> 
* * — * 

Let's quote the meat of the tax grab 
clause: “No municipality, county or oth- 
er political subdivision shall levy or col- 
lect any excise or privilege or occupa- 
tional tax or fee upon the business of 
receiving. transporting, storing, distrib- 
uting, manufacturing, selling. using or 
delivering of petroleum products.” 

The above quoted words are skillfully 
buried in the same clause (No. 6) that 
puts the ban on city gasoline taxes. The 
careless reader might think he was 
reading one proposal, instead of two 
totally unrelated provisions—one bad 
and the other both bad and stupid. 

I say stupid because the tax exemp- 
tion grab doesn't make sense when the 
dig oil companies are spending millions 
to build up good will. So barefaced « 
grab seems to me at wide variance 
with their public relations policies. 

My guess is that an overzealous local 
oil attorney and the overzealous oil lob- 
byist in Jefferson City wrote the tax 
grab into the amendment. 

It is quite possible that top oil pub- 
uc relations people in New York or 
elsewhere may not know about the mis- 
chief their hirelings have been up to

Wooing the West, President Truman and 
Gov. Dewey are using almost identical appeals. 
Each is trying to make it appear that his party 
is responsible for irrigation and public power. 
which that great region depends on so much 
for its progress and even for its very life. 

Actually, the accomplishments in these fields 
stand to the credit of both parties, and will 
continue regardless of who wins in November. 
The Federal Water Power Act of 1920 was 
passed in a Democratic administration, Woodrow 
Wilson's, but would have been defeated had it 
not been for the support of progressive Repub- 
licans. Public power was most effectively 
dramatized in the TVA, which was the product 
of a Republican Senator, George W. Norris, and 
a Democratic President, Franklin Roosevelt. 

In addition to Bonneville and Coulee dams. 
which Mr. Truman mentioned, there is Hoover 
dam. which he did not mention, one of the 
earliest great reclamation and power projects 
in the West. This project launched the Govern- 
ment in the power business. It was authorized in 
Coolidge’s administration. President Hoover 
presided over the negotiation of the Colorado 
River compact which made it feasible. and car- 
ried forward the construction of the huge dam 
in Boulder Canvon. 

* * * 

Irrigation owes much to both parties, but the 
larger share to the Republican, for it was 
Theodore Roosevelt who led out with the bold 
proclamation that this was a nrationa! respon- 
sibility, and it was in his administration that 
the Reclamation Act was passed. 

Under these circumstances. Mr. Truman's as- 
sertion that “a vote for the Republicans stops 
the program is a contradiction of nearly 80 
years of history. Nor is Mr. Dewey more felici- 
tous in trying to prove a Republican claim to 
these bipartisan national policies. Irrigation 
was in both party platforms in 1900, and it is 
in both of them in 1948. So is public power. 

In his denunciation of Harding, Coolidge and 
Hoover, Mr. Truman not only withheld the 
credit that is due to the last two for their part 


in public power, but unfairly laid the depression 


of the 1930s at the feet of Mr. Hoover. As is 
very generally understood by now, the depres- 
sion had been building up before Mr. Hoover 
tank office, and when it came it was world- 
wide. To tax one man with it is a considerable 
distortion of the facts 

Gov. Dewey, in his interview with newsmen 
on his train, betrayed strangely confused views 
about tidelands oil and MVA. He declared 
himself in full support of the plank in the 
G.O.P. platform advocating restoration“ to the 
states of paramount rights to this offshore oil 
reserve. Apparently he finds nothing contra- 
dictory in “restoring” what the United States 
Supreme Court has decided in the case of 
California the state never had. 

He goes on to say that “oil is fundamental to 
our national security in a troubled world.” How 
ean he reconcile his recognition of this fact 
with the proposal to turn over to the states, for 
exploitation by private oil companies, the last 
great reservoir of oil in our continental domain. 
which the national government requires to dis- 
charge its responsibility for national defense” 

He proposes “wise and intelligent use of the 
oil reserves, but does not say how the federal 
administration could bring it about if it were 
powerless to halt the unwise and unintelligent 
use which several states insist on. 

~~ — * 

On the subjects of MVA and TVA, Gov. Dewey 
seems arbitrary as well as confused. In one 
breath he says TVA is “totalitarian.” in another 
he says “the principle is entirely sound except 
I want local representation on the project.” In 
addition to the major confusion of TVA as both 
totalitarian and sound, Mr. Dewey is confused 
about local representation. TVA has had and 
can have as much local representation as any 
other form of management. 

For many years a local man was one of the 
three directors. From the start, TVA has 
moved only with the consent and participation 
of the people of the region. Local representa- 
tion. furthermore, is far more effective in 
dealing with a federal agency that lives in the 
region than it is when it attempts to deal with 
federal managers headquartered in distant 
Washington. To the extent that Mr. Dewey's 
point about local representation is applicable, it 
is applicable in reverse of the way he has ap- 
plied it. 

In the particular of whether federal steam 
power plants should be authorized to supple- 
ment federal water power projects, Mr. Dewey 
offers a policy for which it would be hard to 
imagine any valid reason. He favors them in 
the TVA area but nowhere else. This view 
completely ignores the fact that a combination 
of steam power with water power is necessary 
to maximum usefulness and minimum cost. This 
is not a principle of power production which ap- 
plies in the Tennessee Valley but nowhere else. 
It applies everywhere except perhaps in very 
rare cases where the flow of water is nearly 
constant throughout the year.

Sales Tax Clean Up 


Investigation into irregularities in the collec- 
tion af the Missouri state sales tax has brought 
prompt results. Gov. Donnelly has announced 
that six employes in the St. Louis sales tax 
office have been discharged. Four of the six 
had already been suspended. 

Since the Governor did not announce the na- 
ture or extent of the offenses committed, it is 
not possible to judge whether discharge is suf- 
ficient punishment or whether criminal charges 
should be filed. On the other hand, it is im- 
possible to conclude whether the state has been 
wholly fair to those who are now fired from its 
ranks of employes. 

As soon as possible, therefore, Gov. Donnelly 
should follow these discharges with information 
as to specific causes for the removals. This is 
factual matter which the public should have as 
the basis for fair judgments both of the state 
and of the discharged individuals 

Concern an this point takes nothing from the 
credit the state should have for its prompt ac- 
tion. This demonstrates the protection as well 
as value in having a State Highway Patrol which 
is not in patronage politics. Were Col. Hugh 
H. Waggoner and his officers subject to politi- 
cal pressure, the public would not have the 
confidence in them which these officers of the 
law now enjoy. 

That is one thing wrong in Illinois. The High- 
way Police force is politics-ridden. To be a 
highway patrolman, an applicant must first win 
the indorsement of the appropriate local party 
leaders. Thus, few citizens of Illinois expect 
their State Police to be of any help in the in- 
vestigation” belatedly ordered by Attornev 
General George F. Barrett into bribery and 
other corruption.

A Private Army for De Gaulle? 

French Interior Minister Jules Moch charges 
before the National Assembly that Gen. De 
Gaulle has raised a private police force of some 
15,000 men, a third of them in Paris. 

Whether the figure is accurate or whether 
the accusation is overdrawn, we do not know. 
But certainly during the strikes of last Novem- 
ber and December, there were hooligans on the 
houlevards of Paris who wore tricolored ribbons 
and carried brass knuckles marked on the grip 
with the cross of Lorraine, the Gaullist symbol. 
Just the thing for breaking up a meeting of a 
rival political faction. There have been such 
riots in France, the latest in Grenoble last 
week. One was killed. Many were injured. 

In European memories that run back to the 
years after the first World War, such news items 
touch off the warning sirens. It was then that 
feudalists like Austrian Prince Ernst von Stah- 
remberg marched their personal legions through 
the streets. With the addition of a few slogans, 
some banners and a touch of showmanship, a 
Mussolini and then a Hitler were on their way 
toward turning the then current misery into the 
greater misery of today. 

Granted that the French political situation 
seems to verge on the anarchic, it does not war- 
rant such a resort to force. De Gaulle asserts 
that he needs protection. But since the begin- 
ning of the year. the French Government, ac- 
cording to Moch, has spent no Jess than $36,000 
in furnishing guards for his speaking tours. On 
a recent trip, he was accompanied by 700 secur- 
ity guards and 100 members of the crack Re- 
publican Guard. After an Assembly vote yes- 
terday, Defense Minister Ramadier said this 
bodyguard would be withdrawn and other means 
taken to assure DeGaulle’s safety. Whatever 
these may be, they should not be privately sup- 
plemented by armed men such as participated 
in the Grenoble riot.

The time is the Year X. perhaps five 
years from now, perhaps 28. The place is 
the shore line. As far as the eye can see, 
twist fat coils of glass pipe. Greenish-yel- 
low fluid courses sluggishly through the 
transparent mains, giving the appearance 
of a Dali surrealist landscape. The coils 
lead inland and terminate in a huddle of 
other plants from which a mile-long train 
of tank cars is just gliding away. 

This is the farm of the future—based on 
solid discoveries already made at the Uni- 
versity of California and by the Carnegie 


Institution at Palo Alto. 


In the farm of Year X. man has learned 
how to grow food in water in such abun- 
dance that, for the first time in history, 
there is enough for everybody, and hunger 
is banished from the earth. 


Man has learned to train a wide variety 
of plants to produce, to order, fats, starches, 
sugars, vitamins—all the vital elements he 
needs. He has done this by wresting from 
Nature her best-kept secret: how a blade 
of grass or stalk of wheat creates its own 
food and, indirectly, food and breathing 
air for the rest of life on earth. Scientists 
call this natural process photosynthesis. 


Ready for the Engineers 


Now, in Year X, man can do what a 
blade of grass can do. On his farm he 
turns carbon, water, minerals and sun- 
shine into nourishing food for millions. 


As you read this, hard-headed industrial 
engineers are consulting with scientists. 
Now it's up to the engineers to take the 
newly created laboratory food and the new- 
ly learned lessons on natural food produc- 
tion out of the laboratory and put them 
into mass production.

This means more than an empty belly 
for many an individual. For peace rests 
on a full human stomach. Tell nutrition 
specialists how many calories are being 
consumed in different places throughout 
the world and they will tell you where un- 
rest and revolution will break out next. 


Today the list of countries below the 
danger point is frightening. It includes al- 
most all of Europe, Asia and India. 


The atom was first cracked in 1939. The 
explosion of an atomic bomb at Los Alamos 
followed six years later. To do the job in 
such quick order, America expended great 
wealth, harnessed the organizing ability 
of our great industrial corporations and 
mobilized the genius of the world’s lead- 
ing scientists.

Between Book Ends 
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Little Dramas of the Marshes 


CREOLE FOLK TALES, by Hewitt L. Bailowe. (Louisiana 

State University Press, 256 pos., $3.00.) 

The Mississippi river delta country lying 
between New Orleans and the Gulf looks 
like a featureless wilderness of marsh land 
to anyone viewing it from an tncoming or 
outgoing steamer. Behind this appear-. 
ance of emptiness lives a vital community 
of people who have greatly enriched the 
folklore and the economy of that swampy 
coastal stretch. They are the Creoles, the. 
down-country Creoles, whose ancestors 
were Acadians, pirates, itinerant mer- 
chants, retired seafarers and the younger 
sons of well-to-do New Orleans plantation 
owners. They are mostly French and 
Spanish but generally speaking it is a spe- 
cial Gallic-American culture which perme- 
ates the fascinating collection of tales 
which Dr. Ballowe has assembled in the 
above listed book. 


Internal evidence places most of these 
stories in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century or the beginning of the twentieth. 
One assumes, though, that the character of 
the people hasn't changed fundamentally 
despite the disruptive effects of concrete 
roads, radios, movies, automobiles and the 
other apparatus of progress. In any case. 
Dr. Ballowe has compiled a valuable record 
while he was writing, with an enviable 
directness and simpiicity, a series of 
sketches that should command 
for their literary value alone, 


The record, of course, cannot be taken 
literally. Names have been changed and 
true episodes have been pieced out with 
sheer invention. One feels, however, that 
the storics are wholly true in their essence 
and that at one time or another—if not 
now--the prototypes of Prosper the store- 
keeper, Tante Sans Nom, Jean Pierre, Cap- 
tain Donat and many others could have 
easily been spotted. 

Dr. Ballowe has manfully resisted the 
temptation to make his characters too pic- 
turesque. His stories run through the

PAY IF THERE ARE DEPENDENTS 


Veterans drawing disability 
compensation of 60 per cent or 
more must file proof of the rela- 
tionship of any dependents they 
might have if they expect to re- 
ceive checks covering the depend- 
ents, the Veterans Administration 
announced today. 

Increased compensation was au- 
thorized for veterans having more 
than 60 per cent disability at the 
special session of Congress this 
summer. The law provides the in-

Ra io’s Inventor Looks at 


Dr. Lee De Forest Critical of Commercialism

R. LEE DeFOREST, father 
of radio and grandfather of 


television, is somewhat like a 


grief-stricken parent whose sor- 
row at the “misbehavior” of a 
grown child is tempered by high 
aspirations for a promising young 
grandchild. i 

The T5-year-olkd inventor, who 
41 years ago gave the world the 
all-important audion tube, which 
has made radio, television, 
movies, transoceanic telephone 
“acer eg NN electronic 
wonders possible, has 
mourned over what he — 
the misuse of radio by program di- 
rectors, advertising agencies and 
sponsors. 

Dr. De Forest's greatest disap- 
pointment centers around the 
we aspects of broadcast- 

g. 

“The curse of the commercials 
has grown consistently more 
cursed, year by year.” he said as 
we sat talking in the living 44 9 
of his apartment overlooking La 
Michigan. But his alert, blue eves 
brightened as he discussed tele- 
Vision, 

“I've got high hopes for it,” 
he said. 1 don't think commer- 
ctals can be as bad on television 
as on straight radio. For instance. 
take fur coats.” Here he paused 
to smile across the room at his 
attractive wife, Marie, who once 
starred in Hal Roach movie 
comedies. 


“We would all stop and watch 
a beautiful model pirouetting be- 
fore the television camera with 
one of these coats on,” he said. 
“Compare this to a drippy-voiced 
announcer trying to describe. the 
wonders of the same coat.” 

Dr. DeForest says the progress 
of television during the past 
four years has been “highly grai- 
ifying and the next four vears 
ought to be even more exciting.” 

He believes television will lift 
the country’s cultural and intel- 
lectual level. He predicted the 
programs will reunite the famiiv 
circle. He talked freely of the 
enactment of popular stage plays. 
operettas and condensed versions 
of opera, “all by top professionals, 
not amateurs.” He advocated the 
dramatization of popular well- 
known songs. “Such dramatiza- 
tions will increase the popular 
taste for good music,” he said. 
Also, Dr. DeForest believes tele- 
vision p should be placed 
on film first, “so that they may 
be duplicated by any station, any- 
where and at any time.”

Excited, Dr. DeForest 
leaped to his feet and began ex- 
periments which proved the sound 
of the spark caused the burner to 
dim and brighten.

1907 in New York, when, using 
his new invention, he broad- 
cast the William Tell overture, 
which was picked up by Brooklyn 
Navy Yard wireless operators, 
“who thought they were hearing 
angels sing.” This was the first 
broadcast ever made and in subse- 
quent experiments, Dr. DeForest 
became the first disc jockey. In 
1915, for instance, he was broad- 
casting a half hour of phonograph 
records, chiefly classical, almost 
every day. 

The wireless detector was Dr.

The defenders found it extreme- 
lv easy to take five spade tricks 
and the club ace, and thus the 
three-no-trump contract went down 
two tricks before declarer could 
even get started. This was in 
sharp contrast with the five-club 
contract that would have been 
cold, 

Examination of the bidding must 
disclose that North did his full 
share to reach the correct con- 
tract, but that South remained 
deaf to his clear messages. 


There can be no serious objec- 
tion to South’s opening club bid 
(although many masters would 
prefer one diamond) and North 
tried to make matters as easy 45 
possible when he responded with 
one diamond instead of giving «@ 
quite ambiguous raise in clubs. 
When South then bid one fo- 
trump, North showed his strong 
club support by jumping in that 
suit—-which certainly cannot be 
criticized. 

South’s next effort, hie three- 
diamond bid, was good, because it 
gave North the chance to bid 
three hearts. This was obviously 
a warning to South about spades, 
and also the direct question to 
South: “Partner, can you stop the 
spade suit?” Since South could 
not answer affirmatively, he had 
no right to bid three no-trump. 
If he had bid four diamonds, 
North would have gone to five 
clubs.
